SPEAKER:  L. Bruce Meyer, M.D. 
SUBJECT: “TREKKING IN NEPAL” 


In November 1968, Dr. Meyer participated as 
Medical Officer in a small expedition led by Dr. 
Will Siri, former Deputy Leader of the American 
Mt. Everest Expedition, trekking and climbing in 
central Nepal in the region of Annapurna and Dhau- 
lagiri. The program is an account of the unusual 
experiences with the geography and the people dur- 
ing the month long trek. Distance traveled on foot 
was approximately three hundred miles and an ac- 


cumulative altitude gain of some fifty thousand feet. 


Dr. Meyer is an Orthopedic Surgeon with a prac- 
tice in Monterey, California. He has had mountain- 
eering experience of thirty years and is a member 
of the Sierra Club, the American Alpine Club and 
the Himalayan Club. He participated (as Medical 
Officer) on the American Expedition making the 
first attempt of Makalu in the Himalayas in 1954. 
His program will be illustrated with slides in color.

Morrison PLANETARIUM has gone 
international! On Wednesday, July 23, Professor 
Charles F. Hagar will deliver the program in Wil- 
helm Foerster Sternwarte Planetarium in Berlin, 
Germany. For his European appearance, Dr. Hagar 
will present “32 MOONS”, a show that enjoyed con- 
siderable success earlier this year in our own Theatre 
of the Stars. 

Dr. Hagar and Mr. Hugh Bernhard — both 
veterans of many, many years as lecturers in the 
planetarium — will represent the Academy at the 
Third International. Planetarium Directors’ confer- 
ence in Vienna, Austria, this summer.

His artisanship is evident throughout the 
Academy and his craft on Foucault pendulums 
installed across the United States. He gave un- 
flagging service to the causes of the Academy 
and the Trustees and Staff are deeply cognizant 
of their loss. 


J ADE BY THE TON 
is not a usual boast but is one which the Academy 
can make. Through the thoughtfulness of four gen- 
erous Californians we now have on display in Cowell 
Hall three jadeite and nephrite boulders which weigh 
a total of 6370 pounds and that’s jade tonnage in 
anybody’s language. 

The largest, a jadeite boulder weighing 4150 
pounds, was donated by Miss Josephine L. Scripps 
of San Luis Rey. It came originally from Clear 
Creek, San Benito County, California. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jerome Buteyn of Fallbrook, Cali- 
fornia made a gift of a nephrite boulder weighing 
1330 pounds which was collected by divers off Mon- 
terey at a depth of 100 feet. 

A beautiful jadeite “slick” weighing 890 pounds, 
found originally in the far northern part of British 
Columbia, completes the impressive collection and 
is a present to the Academy from Mr. Lewis K. 
Land of San Francisco. The three fine specimens 
are located in Cowell appropriately near the en- 
trance to the Hall of Minerals. 
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Is A ROUNDABOUT way, the oil seepage 
off the Santa Barbara coast may have added some- 
thing to the “everything under the sun” at the Acad- 


emy, to wit: whale lice. A California gray whale 
(whose death may or may not have been connected 
with the tragic leak) was washed ashore at Pacifica. 
Representatives from the Academy were on the scene 
shortly thereafter with the result that they were able 
to collect living groups of specimens of a parasitic 
crustacean (Cyamus scammoni) which were added to 
the collections in the Department of Invertebrate 
Zoology. 

Cyamidae, found only on cetaceans, are yellowish 
white with light gray markings, usually about an inch 
long, with ten legs strongly hooked at the ends and a 
flattened body. The various species sustain them- 
selves on and in the skins of whales from around the 
world. They are incapable of sucking blood and 
oddly enough are unable to swim, only being adapted 
for clinging. 


Meet The Staff... 


DIANE BAKER, Accountant for the CAS and Sec- 
retary and Assistant Treasurer for the Board of Trus- 
tees, is a native of the Bay Area. Her elementary 
and high school training occurred in Oakland and 
Walnut Creek which led, eventually, to her graduat- 
ing from the University of California at Berkeley.

Of necessity, one year was taken out of her training 
for a full time job with Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and 
Co. of San Francisco. Then it was back to the books 
and she received her Bachelor of Science degree in 
September 1967. 


Her first civilian job was with Simon Stores, Inc. 
of Oakland and by force of circumstance or, as she 
puts it, “just plain good fortune,” she learned of the 
vacancy at the Academy which led to interviews and 
the job itself. The combination of a non-profit sci- 
entific institution and the field of accounting was ir- 
resistible and she is particularly happy she found 
her way to the CAS in February of 1969. 

She likes camping in the High Sierras and Yo- 
semite, swimming, reading, hard-rock and folk-rock 
concerts, the Golden Bears, the Oakland Raiders, 
books and a friendly cat known only as “Kitty”.
